15B, including one set of photographs mounted on brystol board 
for Figures 2, 7B - 7F and IIC. 

Applicants note that the U.S. Patent and Trademark office waived 
37 C.F.R. §1.84 (b) (1) in a notice published in the August 4, 1998 
Official Gazette. Therefore, a petition under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.84 (b)(1) including three sets of photographs mounted on 
brystol board and a petition fee of $130.00 is no longer required 
for photographs to be accepted.
